Bandon, the port whore she 
went ashore last night, is a remote place on the southwestern Oregon coast,

MARSHFIELD, Or., Oct. 20. — The 


steamship South Portland, which sailed 
from Portland early Sunday morning for 
San Francisco, was wrecked last evening 
near Bandon, on the southwestern coast of 
Oregon, and It Is feared that a large num- 
ber of passengers and crew have been 
drowned. 


The vessel struck about 5 o'clock, Just 


a« It was growing dark, and sank In a 
few minutes. 


The vessel had 36 souls on board, 22 In 


the crew and 14 passengers. 


Two boats were manned but both cap- 


alzed -and several of the occupants were 
thrown Into the sea and drowned. 


The captain, the cook and five passen- 


gers reached shore In safety, but It Is 
feared that at least 18 people havr been 
drowned. 


A life raft was seen In the breakers 


this morning with 12 people on it and the 
life-saving crew Is now endeavoring to 
rescue them. 


In a blinding fog the steamer

BOATS CAPSIZED. 


One boat containing the captain and 


seventeen souls capsized as they were get- 
tiny away from the sinking steamer, and 
only seven of the eighteen were able to 
get Into the boat again. 


The other boat also capsized and was 


seen drifting away In the thick fog with- 
out a person In sight. 


The survivors of the Ill-fated steamer 


reached Port Orford last evening In a 
pitiable condition from exposure to the 
cold winds and waves.

WIFE HYSTERICS L. 


Mrs. Koster dropped to the floor of the 


hall. 
Miss Haug took a. lu sty view of 


the master of the house, gasi ing his last, 


i ar.d turned from the scene, and with 


difficulty, bearing the prostrate wife, who 
had now become hysterical. 


Among the earliest on the scene was 


Reeves Baker. 
At that time, Koster was 


still alive. 
Dr. J. JM. Sc-lfridffe soon ar- 


rived, but too late to avert the injury oc- 
casioned by the bullet. 


Within a few moments Koster breathed 


h's last. 


Despondency on account of business and 


sickness was the cause of the suicide. 


Mr. and Mrs. Knster were married about 


11 years ago. 
They have had no chil- 


dren. 
The parents of the former still 


j live in Hanover, Germany. 
Mrs. Koster. 


prior to her marriage, was Miss Emma 
Brunje. 
She is a sister of J. A. Brunje, 


a business man at 1645 Broadway, and of 
B. H. Brunje, who is employed in Klinge- 
berg's grocery story at Seventh and Mar- 
ket streets. 
The latter brother resides 


at the Koster home. 
He saw his brother- 


in-law last night and thought the latter 
seemed downcast, but Koster said nothing 
on the subject. 
Brunje had left the home 


| for work this morning before tho tragedy 


without having met Koster. 
J. A. Brunje 


could assign no reason for the tragedy. 


Koster was in good circumstances and 


was highly esteemed 
among 
Germans. 


He was a member of Hermann Sons and 
Knights of the Royal Arch. 
He has a

vafla, which. It was set forth, had suc- 
ceeded to what was known us the Pr. - 
clfic Incinerating1 Company of Arizr- 
r.a. 
Accompanying 
the 
proposition 
was a blank agreement proposed to- 1-e 
entered Into between the Ircineratirs 
Company and the City of 
Oaklan'.. 


There was also an ordinance establish- 
ing the rates for the collection' of 
garbage in this city. 
| 


This ordinance is a copy of that li;- 


troduced In the. Council when the siuji- 
ject of Incineration was Introduced in 
that body before. 


POINTS MADE. 


All these measures of last eve-nln r, 


were fathered by Councilman Dorr.ii, 
who declared that, through them, all 
the- points he had 
sought 
to 
malie- 


when th& old measures were before the 
Council, were guaranteed. 'Under tl e 
old contract, the city -was liable fur 
any damages which might be assess! d 
against It by the courts-. In the nevv 
measure, a -bond for $10,000 was give n 
with that entl in view. Under tl.e 
old measure, also, the city was given 
a deed to the property and was obli- 
gated to take over the plant at the ex- 
piration of a certain number of years 
regardless of what condition the plant 
might he In. at the time. Under the 
n-ew orellnance there is no obligatic.n 
on the jiart of the city to purchase tl.o 
plant, unless it feels so disposed, ar<l 
there is a specific requirement that, In 
such case, the plant must br in a flr.u 
class condition. The Pacific Incinerai- 
In-g Company leases the plant at a 
nominal rate of one dollar per year 
and pays- at the same time yearly in'rt 
the City Treasury $1750 and at tl.e 
same time collects and disposes of nil 
the garbage and rubbish o' the city 
and Incinerates the same at the rates 
charged in the ordinance or. the sul»-
